America.  Wc  are  iu  the  midst  of 
•nditioos  of  danger.  We  have  too 
much  low  of  mouey  ;  materialism  is 
spreading  over  the  whole  country.  Wo 
an  excecdiogly  ostentatious  people, 
and  too  fond  of  outward  show.  Wo 
are  not  a  law-ahiding  or  a  law-enlore- 
ig  people.  Tho  laws  which  arc  made 
5  iooperativc  npou  our  statute  books. 
Was  auybody  so  verdant  as  to  suppose 
that  the  Star  Route  thiovca  would  ap- 
pear in  prisou  iu  aoy  other  capacity 
than  as  visitors,  or  possibly  as  Inspect- 
ors ol  prisons .»  We  are  as  a  naliou 
beset  with  the  sin  ol  all  Auglo  Saxou 
people,  the  sin  of  dmnkconess.

Out  of  I  jt"  applicant*  to  tho 
Cni:ed  State*  Naval  School  on  the 
ship  Minnesota,  all  of  whom  were  hoys 
of  IS  years  or  under,  all  but  02  were 
rejected.  S"mo  were  |Krmaucntly 
round  shouldered,  others  were  loose 
jointed,  or  had  bad  teeth,  «>r  some 
lnng  or  heart  trouble,  aud  oO  per  caul 
used  tobacco  or  alcoholic  liquurs  in 
form.  Then  boys  are  not  ic- 
ceiviug  tho  proper  moral  training  thut 
they  ought  to.

And  I 
remember  after  one  snci  Sundav ,  my 
irkin;  that  1  was  glad  Sunday 
over,  and  how  I  wished  we  might 
not  hare  another  one  for  20  years. 
My  sister  said,  "Oh.  yon  must  uot  say 
that ;  don't  yon  kuow  what  papa  says, 
that  beaten  is   au  eternal   Sabbath. "

Kvory  boy  should  receive  au  industrial 
training,  It  has  becu  ascertained  that 
eight  out  of  tcu  of  those  iu  our  prisous 
and  penitentiaries  received  uo  Industrial 
traiulug.  Then  the  boy  and  girl  should 
be  leered  as  Americau  cilUens.  I 
thiuk  the  title  Americau  citi«en  tbc 
graudest  title  of  nil.  For  .Vmorica 
with  all  her  faults  is  the  dourest,  holiest, 
best  cotiutry  ou  the  face  of  tho  earth, 
Aud  llnallv  our  boy*  should  bo  tmighl 
inanlineas.  Head  Tom  HiirIi's  book, 
"The  Manliucs.,  of  CliriH,"  Hiitl  sco 
how  it  exalts  the  terms  we  use  so  llip- 
paully.

What  were  called  dolpbiubut  doubt-

No 
cr  what  they  did,  uo  ouc  could 
detect  a  movemcut  of  u  llu  by  ono 
of  them.  Al  night,  flashes  of  phos- 
phorescent light  marked  their  motio  ns. 
lu  lact,  every  motion,  every  Ash,  every 
breaking  wave  crest  was  illuminated, 
iud  the  water  seemed  at  times  charged 
with  electricity,  ut  other  times  like 
metal  ut  white  beat.  This  was  duo  to 
tho  presence  of  myruds  of  phosphores- 
cent animalcuta-,  ruugintr;  from  tbc  suo 
piu  heads  tu  the  enormous  nod 
graceful  jellyfish,  in  pluiu  uud  trcqucnt 
ight  from  the  ship's  deck.  But  most 
struugc  were  the  flying  lish.  Suddenly 
ou  the  third  or  fourth  day  tbc  first 
flock  shot  out  of  the  sea,  uu  I  from  that 
time  there  was  never  u  momcut  wheu 
hundreds  were  not  in  sight  in  ouc  di- 
rection or  another.  They  appeared 
together  iu  great  numbers,  aud  not 
merely  float  hot  llew  exactly  as  birds 
do,  working  their  broud  hluck  tilmy 
wings-iu  quicker  and  shorter  beats 
than  those  of  mo-i  birds,  aud  flying 
only  straight  ahead  uutil,  after  a  jour* 
ucy  ol  u  few  hundred  feet,  tho  suu 
dried  their  wings,  and  back  thoy  fell 
into  the  waves.  So  very  liko  tbc  flight 
of  birds  iu  their  aiovcmcnt  that  a  pas- 
senger mistook  them  for  Mother 
Carey's  chickens  day  after  day,  und 
complained  that  he  uiutd  never  sec  a 
flyiug  tish.— New  York  Sun. 

Surgery  mwo  a  Tree- 
Mr.  H.  P.  Hubbard,  New  Haven 
Conn.,  has  a  favorite  Horse  Chest- 
uut  tree,  which,  having  received  some 
injury  while  youus,  had  begun 
decay.  A  portion  of  the  trunk  had 
rotted  uwuy,  leaving  a  hole  about 
eighteen  inches  long,  and  some  six  or 
eight  iuches  wide  und  deep,  uud  this 
was  iu<Tea»ing  iu  si/.c.  Wisbiug  to 
save  the  tree,  Mr.  II.  carefully  dug  ou 
all  the  rotten  wood,  lixed  somo  bonrdt 
in  front  of  the  hole  which  was  tilled 
up  lull  ol  cement,  mixed  tbiu  euougb 
to  be  poured  iu.  The  bark  is  uow 
growing  over  the  cemcol,  and  promises 
to  completely  cover  it  and  couceal  the 
injury. — We  give  this  as  a  hint  lo 
others,  who  may  have  trees  similarly 
injured,  (hat  they  would  liko  to  save. 
Common  mortar  has  long  been  used  for 
pluggiug  up  holes  in  trees  ;  cumeut  Is 
douhdesi  much  better.  Success  in  fbo 
operation  will  largely  depend  upon  the 
throroughuess  with  which  tho  decayed 
matter  is  removed  :  only  cleun  sniinil 
w  ood  should  ho  lea.

The  War  on  The  Condor- 
The  aunouitcemeut  that  the  Chilian 
government  has  declared  a  war  of  ex- 
termination against  the  monarch  of 
vultures,  the  condor,  and  offers  about 
S5  lor  every  condor  killed,  justifies 
some  remarks  as  tu  the  possibility 
of  tbo  Chiliau  govcrnmoul  realiz- 
ing Its  purpose.  The  condor  has  indeed 
been  declared  "nu  enemy  lo  tbo  re- 
public," nud  condor  huntiug  has  bo- 
come  a  highly  lucrative  business  ;  hnt 
wheu  one  takes  into  consideration  the 
aslonudlog  powers  of  the  bird  and 
its  woudorful  habits,  oue  lluds  it  hard 
boliovo  that  the  government  cau  ever 
succeed  iu  destroying  tho  S|iocies  at 
auy  price,  Shootiug  it  ou  the  wiug  is 
alinoit  out  of  the  quest  iou.for  it  sails  al 
altitude*  far  beyond  tbc  roach  of  the 
human  eve,  and  roosts  on  penk*  im* 
measurably  shove  the  clouds.  Il  bus 
been  seen  nt  altitudes  ol  20, WO  feel. 
It  cnu  withstaud  variations  of  tempera- 
ture beyond  huinau  endurance,  aud 
hatches  its  young  far  beyoud  the  suow 
Hue ;  ucvorlbeloss,  it  rests  quite  com- 
fortable on  tho  bnrniug  sands  of  tbo 
southern  scucoast.  It  bauuts  uot  the 
whole  western  slope  of  the  Andes,  ouly 
Chili,  Peru,  Bolivia,  and  Patago- 
nia. Wilh  the  vast  spread  of  i 
oltou  oxeeediug  12  loot,  it  cau  perform 
prodgious  jourueys  in  11  few  bonrs, 
oyo  is  miraculously  keen,  lor  wheu 
bird  is  visible  in  the  sky,  evcu  with  tho 
aid  of  a  powerful  glass,  if  n  mulo 
other  uuimal  In  a  covey  fall  or  dio,  tho 
condors  iustnutiy  drop  upou 
lightninn  Iroiu  beaveu.  Latterly  the 
birds  have  so  increased  as  to  form 
veritable  scourge,  notwithstanding  tho 
fact  that  the  lemulo  lays  hut 
at  a  time,  and  that  u  condor  huutlng 
has  been  11  rcgulnr  and  lucrative  ealliug 
lor  more  than  11  ccutury.  Traps 
tho  ouly  reliable  moans  oi  catching 
them  ;  but  the  day  will  certainly  come 
when  trap's  shall  be  of  00  uvu 
ever.  Condors  have  already  loarucd 
to  lear  a  gun,  and  with  their  wondcrlul 
sight  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  get 
oven  within  rifle  range  of  thorn.  Birds 
soou  learu  to  avoid  danger, 
proved  since  the  erection  ol  toiegraph 
linos  in  tho  Unitoil  Stales  ;  lew 
killod  from  flying  nicaiust  the  v 
will  bo  slrnuge  if  tbo  condor  docs  uot 
learu  to  avoid  snares  iustiuctivoly, 
Wheu  tbo  birds  finds  life  iu  Chili  or  in 
Peru  unusually  ditlicnli,  thoy  have  ouly 
lo  migrate  lurtbor  south  or  uorlh,  nud 
propogalc  their  species  iu  other  alti 
ludcs  uutil  they  become  so  numerous 
ns  to  migrate  agni-j  to  those  regions 
which  outlawed  them.  Then  ihc 
of  destruction  would  have  to  be  doco 
all  over.  All  thiugs  cousidercd, 
seeins  impossible  to  exterminate  such 
a  race  of  vultures,  unless  meat 
troyiug  their  eggs  can  be  devised  ;  but 
nobody — uot  even  Mr.  Graham- 
would  undertake  tu  scale  icy  peaks 
19,000  to'JO.lKW  feet  high  lor  such  a 
purpose.  The  coudor  is  certainly  gil 
ed  wilh  rare  (towers  of  self-prcserv 
tiou  ;  uud  it  is  not  unlikely  bis  hugo 
shadow  may  float  above  the  corpsi 
the  last  South  American  iu  thut  lurid 
twilight  preceding  tbc  world's  llonl 
dissolution.

Wo  reicr  lo  the 
oouiplete  ebauge  of  frout  on  the  purl  ol 
thoOblouial  Office  with  regard  to  the 
acquisition  ol  Now  Guinea.  Hereto- 
fore Lord  Derby  has  been  deaf  to  tbo 
clamorous  demand  of  the  tjuceiisland 
planters  for  a  new  field  of  labor.  But 
on  Mouday  lasl  Mr.  Ashley.  L  oder 
Secretary  for  tho  Colonial  Department, 
declared  in  the  House  ot  Coiuuious 
that  tbe  Govcrumont  was  ready  to  cou- 
tlria  tb*  tjuecuslnnd  scheme  for  a  eou- 
ledcratiou  ol  Iho  Australian  colouies, 
aud  tho  annexation  of  Papua  11  ml  other 
Pacific  islnuds,  us  soon  as  the  colonists 
themselves  should  have  ilclincd  llu 
measures  ueccssnry  to  cfiect  tho  pur- 
pose. This  is  u  triumph  every  whit  111 
momoutous  for  Australasia  as  wus  the 
Ixiuisaon  purchase  for  the  l  uilcd 
Suites  ,  aud  just  us  the  ouc  lep  led  to 
the  ahsoqitiou  of  Texas  and  California, 
so  the  other  will  ultimately  give  tho 
coulrolol  the  whole  Malay  Archipelago 
tho  F.oglisb  race. 

It  is  11  inuguiliccut  uddttiou  lo  her 
Anstnilasiiiu  possessinus  which  Grcal 
ltrilniu  has  becu  thus  coustraiucd  to 
make,  and  thoro  is  little  doubt  tlisl  had 
delayed  much  iouger  Ihc  prize 
would  have  been  sei/.cd  by  Germany. 
The  urea  ul  Now  Guinea  is  nearly  four 
times  that  of  Great  Britain,  being  uot 
less  thau  20U.O0O  square  miles,  und 
ucarosl  |K>ict  is  but  ninety  miles 
distaul  from  Qnccuslaud,  whence  il  is 
easily  reached  by  mcaus  ol  islaud* 
hich  lie  midway  iu  the  chaunel  of 
Torres  Strait,  Lying  immediately 
south  of  the  equator,  tbc  cousls  of  Papua 
arc  somewhat  unhealthy  for  l.'uro|>cuus, 
but  the  elevated  regions  arc  snid  lo  he 
salubrious.  All  of  the  upluud 
so  lur  as  they  nrc  known,  nrc 
covered  wi'.h  dense  forests,  und  the 
fertility  of  tho  soil  is  nttestcd  hy  the 
gigautic  si/.c  of  much  of  tho  timber 
The  camphor  tree,  sago  palm,  und  wild 
nutmeg  arc  found  iu  nhncdaocc,  aud 
the  cultivation  ol  sottoi 
sugar  is  iuvi'cd  hy  tlio  vast  alluvial 
plains  formed  by  ihc  continual  deposit 
ol  targe  rivers,  ouc  of  which  has  hceu 
explored  nud  shown  to  be  navigable 
for  a  considerable  distance.  From  all 
the  evidcucc  forthcoming — aud  there  is 
reasou  to  believe  that  the  •  Juecuslnod 
planters  possess  more  thua  has  been 
published — it  may  be  allirnicd  with 
confidence  thut  New  Guinea  oilers  11 
richer  and  inure  spacious  field  to  hug- 
laud's  enterprise  limn  auy  to  which  her 
emigrants  huvo  yet  fouud  iicccs;1 
Pacific. 

We  should  atruujpily  underrate  the 
import  ol  the  cxpansivo  movement 
northward  begun  by  the  A'ustraliau 
colonics  if  wo  inin^iucd  thut  its  scope 
would  he  limited  to  l'apiiu.  Ao 
tiou  oucc  inndc  the  keynote  of  Ai 
losiuu  policy,  und  lormully  suuciioucd 
by  the  home  Government,  the  piouccrs 
of  Eoglish  stock  will  not  stop  till  they 
have  mastered  Celebes  and  Borneo,  01 
so  much  ol  those  great  isluuds  as  i: 
uot  actually  occupied  by  the  Hollan- 
ders. Nor  is  it  likely  that  evcu  tin 
most  precious  of  the  Dutch  possevsious, 
Java  and  Sumatra,  environed  us  they 
will  be  nt  uo  distaut  ditto  hy  Knglish 
settlements,  cau  loug  escape  iocoqioru- 
tion.  Iu  the  scixuro  ol  New  Guiocn 
wc  shall  witness  tbc  lirsl  step  of  a 
process  which  will  culmiuute  in  tin 
absolute  asceudaucy  of  Fuglishmci 
over  the  Indian  A rchipehigo.  —  [  N.  Y

There  m  a  belief  among  the  East  Indi- 
ans that  the  elephant  Uvea  about  300  year*, 
and  instances  are  ou  record  of  Ibe  sul- 
mala  having  been  kept  in  captivity  aa  long 
sa  190  years,  their  age  being  unknown 
when  they  were  first  taken  wild  from  the 
forest  Camels  live,  from  forty  to  fifty 
years ;  horses  average  from  twenty  to 
thirty,  oxen  about  twenty,  sheep  eight  or 
nine  and  dogs  from  twelve  to  fourtern 
yearn.  It  baa  been  obeerred  that,  as  a 
general  rule,  the  larger  types  of  animals 
live  longer  than  the  rertebraled  classes 
quadrupeds  and  birds,  reptiles  and  fishes. 
Home  kinds  of  birds  attain  a  great  age 
tho  swan  has  been  known  to  live  100  ycara, 
aud  it  ia  recorded  that  the  rawu  has  ex- 
ceeded that  agu  ;  birds  of  prey  attain  to 
great  longevity,  and  the  eagle  has  sur- 
vived a  century.  Parrots  have  been 
known  to  live  sixty  and  aa  long  as  eighty 
yean.  Pheasants  and  domestic  poultry 
rarely  exceed  ten  or  fifteen  years.  A  tor- 
toise was  placed  in  the  garden  of  the  Ar- 
chicpiscope)l  Palace  of  Lambeth  In  ttEKl, 
during  the  life  of  Archbishop  Laud, 
lived  till  1733,  when  it  perished  by  acci- 
dent. Such  batrschtans,  as  the  toad, 
known  to  live  about  fifteen  year*.  Fishes 
and  animals  that  lire  in  the  water  attain, 
in  many  instances,  to  a  great  age.  The 
carp  has  been  known  to  live  200  3  ear*. 
Common  river  trout  have  been  confined 
in  a  well  thirty  and  even  fifty  years, 
pike  baa  been  knowu  to  live  in  a  poud 
ninety  years  ;  and  Oesner  relates  that 
1497  an  enormon*  pike  wna  caught  in 
lake  near  Heflbronu  in  Nwabia,  with  a 
brass  ring  attached  to  it,  recording  that  il 
was  put  in  the  lake  in  the  year  I?*) ;  the 
ring  Is  still  preserved  at  Mannheim.  The 
whale,  il  is  said,  attains lo  an  age  of  abont 
tM  years.
